KNAPP BROUGHT PEACE 
IN JUS1 THREE HOURS 


Men Let Out in Atlanta Yards Will Go 


Back to Work, But Old Negro Fire- 
men Hold Their Jobs--First Train 
Sent Out Was Fired by Negro. 


The strike of the union firemen, which for the past week has caused a 
complete tie-up on the Georgia railroad, is at an end, the firemen have gone 
back to work and full train service has been resumed. 

These results, which were hailed with unalloyed delight from all along 
the main line of the Georgia and all its branches, came about as the result 
of an agreement reached between Vice President Ball, of the striking fire- 


men, and Genera] Manager T. K. Scott, of the Georgia railroad, yesterday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. 


AGREEMENT EFFECTED BY FEDER AL OFFICIALS. 


The agreement was effected through the intervention of Martin A. Knapp, 
chairman of the interstate commerce commission, and Charles P. Neill, 
United States commissioner of labor. The: federal officials succeeded in. 
bringing the warring elements togetaer, and where others have failed in 
efforts to restore peace, have brought about a tentative settlement, which 
it is declared is satisfactory to all parties, pending final arbitration by a 
board to be named under the Erdman act. : 

Commissioner Knapp reached Atlanta from Washington ‘at 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning, and in a_little more than three hours his mission had 


been accomplished. Commissioner Neill had been here several days inquir 
Ang into the situation. : 


NOTICE OF SETTLEMENT GIVEN TO PUBLIC. 


The following notice to the public was issued by Commissioners oe 
and Neill immediately after the agreement was reached: 


“To the Public: An amicable adjustment of the differences between the 
Georgia railroad and its employees who have been on strike has been reached 
On a basis entirely satisfactory to both sides. 

“The strike has been called off and complete train service is to be re- 
sumed immediately. MARTIN A. KNAPP, 
“CHARLES P. NEILL.” 


SITUATION ON APRIL 10 TO BE RESTORED ON ROAD. 


It is understood that under the agreement reached, the Georgia railroad, 
so far ¢#s its relations with its firemen are concerned, goes back to April 10, 
the day when an order was issued displacing ten white firemen in the At- 
Janta yards, which, it is said, was the original cause of the trouble. 

These ten men go back as regulars and the negroes who supplanted 
them are put out. Previous to April-10 there were no negro yard firemen. 

However, the regular negro firemen on the road are not displaced; and 
the first passenger train that went out of Atlanta under the agreement car- 
ried John Curry, a negro fireman. Matters are to stay as they were prior 
to April 10 until a finding is reached by the arbitration board, to be named 
under the Erdman act. For this board each side can name either one, two 
or three men. It has been customary for each side to name one man. The 
representatives of the parties at is#ie choose an umpire, and if they «re | 
unable to agree one is named by the interstate commerce commission, after 
which the board takes testimony and makes up its findings. Nothing has 
been done as yet toward selecting the personnel of the board -to act ing 
this case. ‘ | 


STATE INTERVENTION WAS NOT ATTEMPTED. 


Governor Smith was asked- by The Constitution, after the announce- 
ment of the settlement, if he desired to make a statement to give the pub- 
lic, but his answer was that he had nothing to say. During the morning 
there were continued rumors that the governor still had state intervention 
in mind, and it was known that he was for several hours in consultgtion 
with Attorney General Hart. Nothing was given out, however, as to what 
the governor had in mind, and the settlement of the issue through the fed- 
eral officials, of course, made it unnecessary for him to proceed further. 


USE OF FEDERAL TROOPS MIGHT HAVE BEEN MADE. 


Chairman Knapp, it is declared, told Vice President Ball, of the fire 
men’s brotherhood, that if something was not done by Saturday afternoon, 
the matter would be thrown into the federal courts. 

This would have been done by an injunction to prevent interference with 
the trains of the road, and had these injunctions not have been obeyed, the 
only means of enforcing them would have been to call on federal! troops. 
In view of the danger of having federal troops brought {nto the state, it is 
said that Governor Smith brought pressure to bear on Vice President Ball. 
As-the governor had refused to order state troops to protect the railroad, 
General Manager Scott, of the Georgia, was appealing for federal protection, 
and had a settlement not been reached, a very ugly situation would have 
been likely to ensue in a few hours,

Order That Stopped Strike. 

That yellow slip was a prepared tel- 
egram signed by both Vice President 
E. A. Ball, of the Firemen and Engine- 
men’s Brotherhood, and Thomas A. 
Scott, general manager of the Georgia 
railroad. Though brief, the message 
was completely and thoroughly ex- 
pressive of the results of the confer- 
ences which have been going on sinc 
the arrival in the city of Commission 
Neill looking to an adjustment of the 
troubles which have interrupted the 
operation of trains on that line since 
Saturday night last. 

In the message, which was placed up- 
on the bulletin board at every sta- 
tion ‘between Atlanta and Augusta,

SEVEN PERSONS ARE KILLED 

BY SOUTH DAKOTA TORNADO. 

St. Pawl, Minn.,: May  29.—Special 
dispatches state that seven persons 
are known to be dead, many are dy- 
ing and over a score are seriously in- 
jured as a result of a tornado which 
ewept over northwestern North Da- 
kota late this afternoon. 

The storm was especially severe at 
Langdon, where the residence section 
of the city »wae practically wiped out, 
four people killed and twenty injured.

He said if it hadn’t been 
for his wife he never would have tar- 
ried long.

TMEN BY PATTEN 


Most Successful Deal on 
Record Closed. 


Patten Took Only Legitimate 
Profits, Refusing to Squeeze 
the Shorts — He Has Made: 
Over $1,000,000 as Result 
of. Corner. | 


Chicago, May 29,—What Is g@ijgrally, 
conceded to have been the most suc- 
cessful wheat deal in the annals of 
the Chicago board of trade closed to- 
day, and it closed without that squeez- 
ing of shorts which in other days was 
wont to leave La Salle street stagger- 
ing on its financial feet. 

James A. Patten, during the brief 
hours of today’s session, made a fixed 
price of $1.34 the bushel, Through his 
pit clerk, Ed Walker, he bought or 
sold at that price, but the buying was 
almost purely theoretical on his part. 
He did take in a few thousand bush- 
els from “trailers” who waited till the 
last moment for profits, but mainly he 
disposed of about half a million to 
shorts who had hoped against hope to 
the last moment, and then, in the par- 
lance of the pit, “took their medicine.” 

Patten Chewed Gum. 

It was all quite tranquil, really dull- 
er than usual, and not even remotely 
resembling the turbulance of the ses- 
sions of previous months. But few 
were in the pit, and Mr. Patten was not 
one of them. - He sat in his office fac- 
ing the blackboard, chewing vigor- 
ously at a quid of gum, his hat pushed 
back on his head and his eyes glued 
on the quotations of options other 
than May. It was not till an hour 
after the close of the market that the 
only bit of sentiment connected with 


A procession of clerks headed for 
the cashier's office wearing broad 
grins on their faces and slips of white 
paper in their hands, called attention 
to it, and it was learned that every 
employee of the Bartlett-Patten house 
had been given a bonus of 10 per cent 
of their annual salaries.

Only Legitimate Profits. 

However, according to his friends, 
he remained consistent with his asser- 
tion that he had no wish to manipu- 
late prices, but only to obtain the le- 
gitimate profits of his foresight. 

He backed with his money his judg- 
ment that there was less wheat in the 
world than was gmenerally believed and 
found himself in control. Wall street 
sold short, as 4{d some influential west- 
ern speculators, but Mr. Patten, noted 
for his stubborn convictions, stayed to 
the last. He took a vacation at a 
critical period of the Campaign and 
utterly ignored a decline of 12 cents, 
which followed his departure from Chi- 
cago. The loss was more than recov- 
ered, for it was only a few days ago 
that the cereal sold at $1.35%, the 
highest price in eleven years. 

Mr. Patten has made a fortune, how 
much even he cannot say until his 
cash wheat is marketed. His own in- 
frequent admissions, however, seem to 
make $1,000,000 a conservative esti- 
mate. It may run very much larger. 
The losses, it is said, have fallen most- 
ly on professional speculators. 

The battle is not yet over, for the 
bulls and bears are still divided over 
the important question -whether empty

Macon, Ga.,. May 29.—<(Spercial.)—J. 
W. Cabaniss was found guilty of de- 
claring dividends which the Exchange 
bank had not earned in a verdict ren- 
dered at YT2 o'clock tonight. He was 
recommended to the mercy of the court. 
Judge Whipple immediately passed sen- 
tence. This evas a fine of $500 and a 
term of twelve months on the state 
prison farm. His attorneys immediately 
asked for a new trial, and bond was 
made. 

At 9:30 Judge Whipple began his, 
charge, and at 10 the case was submit- 
ted to the jury. All day intense inter- 
est has heen shown, and great crowds 
shave attended the trial. As the case 
grew in tension many people shed 
tears, the arguments of the speakers 
having swayed with wonderful effect.

Neither I nor my associates on the 
board of directors would have declared 
a fraudulent dividend under any con- 
dition. I am quite sure knowingly that 
Il would not have participated in de- 
claring a fraudulent dividend and such 
confidence have I in the tntegrity of 
the gentlemen associated with me, 
composing the board of directors of 
the Exchange bank of Macon, during 
the time that I was president of the 
bank I cannot and will not believe that 
they would.knowingly declare a false 

fraudulent dividend. 

“When dividends were declared I had 
no other or different knowledge as to 
the financtal condition of the bank 
than the other directors of the bank. l, 
while president, simply presided at the 
meetings of the board of directors, put- 
ting whatever motions were made by 
the various members of the board, for 
the board itself to act upon, and I 
never even at any time voted for the 
declaring of a dividend, a dividend al- 
ways being declared by the unanimous 
vote of the board of directors. 

“I could only vote when there was 
a tie vote in the board on any matters 
and the dividends were always declared 
by the unanimous vote of the direc- 
tors.

Relleved Statements True. 

“T had no reason at any time to be- 
llev@é that the statements furnished to

I: honestby 
made this statement. On account of 
my long connection with the bank I 
honestly believe that if the assete of

Over 2,000 Motormen and 
Conductors Quit. 


Officials of the Company Say 
They Will Not Recognize 
the Union — The Men Are 
Striking for an Increase in 
Wages. 


Philadelphia. May 29.—The strike itn- 
augurated today by the conductors 
and motormen of the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit Company became very 
serious tonight when street car serv- 
fce {in some sections of the city was 
suspended and in other parts greatly 
curtailed. This was brought about by 
gains made tate in the day by the 
strikers and by the withdrawal of 


GEORGIA RESUMES 
PASSENGER SERVICE 


Train No. 28 Left Atlanta at 4:10 Yesterday Afternoon. 
John Curry, a Negro Fireman, With 


Engineer Ewing. 


Just one week and one hour after 
the last train pulled out from the 
union depot, before the firemen’s 
strike on the Georgia road, the first 
train following the settlement of the 
strike moved from under that his- 
toric shed vesterday afternoon at 4:10 
o’clock. Owing to the fact so little 
time had been given for letting it be 
known a train would be operated over 
this line, there were only = about 
twenty-six people. all told. scattered 
through the four day coaches and reg- 
ular chair car of thie road. 

Pertinent interest was attached to 
the engine crew. and especjallv t the 
fireman’g box, as this, the first train 


cars from several lines running to the 
suburbs. The sections most affected 
by the suspension are West Phila- 
delphia, Frankford, in the northeast 
end of the city and the outlying Jis- 
trict in the northwestern section. The 
central part of the city was consider- 
ably affected tonight, the service be- 
ing greatly curtailed. 
2,000 Men Have Quit. 

The company admitted that about 
2,000 of the 6,600 men had quit. The 
strikers declare that a greater number 
are out. 

C.O. Platt,of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Street Railway Employees, 
tonight sent a telegramto W. D. Ma- 
hon, president of the aSsoctation. at 
Detroit. saying that he expected a 
complete tie-up of streer car service. 

All the saloons obeyed an order is- 
sued by Mavor Reyburn this afternoon 
to close, and while the streets are 
filed with persons walking to their 
home, no trouble was reported. Every 
street car in operation tonight fs car- 
rying two policemen, and on some 
lines four 6f them are in the cars. 
Henry Clay, director of public safety, 
tonight said: 

“We have the situation under contro! 
with the saloons closed and 500 extra 
policemen gathered from the ranks of 
the city firemen and private watch- 
men. IT am satisfied we can give citi- 
zens and private property adequate 
Protection and quell all disturbances” 

One Car Wrecked. 

At Fifty-second street and Girard 
aventie an abandoned car was partly 
wrecked py boys and men and the 
police were called to disperse the 
crowd. 

The company announced this after- 
noon that 1,180 men who failed to re- 
port for duty this morning or had 
abandoned their cars had been 4dis- 
charged and that their places would 
be filled by new men. The company 
also announced there would be no 
compromise and it would not recog- 
nize the union. 

While there has been agitation 
among the men for higher wages and 
better conditions, it was not generally 
believed that radical action would be 
taken, as the union organization was 
mot believed to be strong enough to 
carry on a strike. 

Paradoxical as it seems, the strike 
was hastened through the action of the 
company in raising the wages of the 
men 1 cent an-hour, from 21 to 22 
cents. This wes done about two 
weeks ago and the Increase is to go 
into effect July 1. 


Sterm Center of Protest. 

Prior to the announcement of the 
increase in wages the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit Company hecame the 
storm center of genera! protest by 
abolishing six-for-a-quarter tickets 
and adopting a straight i-cent fare 
rate. Committees of citizens filed 
protests with the company and a great 
town meeting was held, at which fif-| 
teen of the prominent men of the city 
was appointed a committee to take up 
the matter with the company. So far 
this cammittee has met with no suc- 
cess and the matter is now before the 
state railroad commission at Harris- 
burg. 

As the move to change the rate of 
fare was very unpopular among the 
street car riders, the unien leaders 
took advantage of the situation and 
began agitating an increase in wages 
and better conditions. 

Fearing that the strike may lead to 
disorder and desiring to minimize the 
Ganger of violence, Mayor Reyburn 
this afternoon ordered all saloons to 
close at 6 p. m. This is the second 
time a mayor of Philadelphia has ex- 
ercised’ his power in this direction in 
twenty-five years. 


STREET GAR MEN STRIKE 
ON THE EVANSVILLE LINE. 

Evansville, Ind., May 29—The strike 
of the union employes of the’ Evans- 
ville, Ind., Southern Indiana Traction 
Company, began this morning, but the 
company was able to send a few cars, 
manned by ten of its old men that re- 
mained in the service and a number 
of strike-breakers from Louisville, St. 
Louis, Munice, Ind., and Indianapolis. 
The first act of violence came when 
James Miller, an ice handier, sprang 
from his wagon and struck at the mo- 
torman of a car with his ice tongs. He: 
missed the man and smashed a win- 
dow. Miller was at once arrested. 

President Smith, Vice President Mar- 
shall and General Manager Durbin, of 
the company, took outecars and were 
not molested.

Cenductor Hatcher in Charge. 

The train was in charge of Conduc- 
ltor L. V. Hatcher, who had come in 
from Augusta on No. |. just a week 
axo. His flagman was W. A. Berry.: 
his porter, Mose Johnson. colored, 
and his baggagemaster, E. E. Bird- 
song. Following the announcement 
that the train service was to be re- 
sumed, J. D. Patterson, superintendent 
of terminals, sent to the vards, about

Switch engines that had steam up 
soon brought the equinment under the 
shed.

There were fewer passengers’ than 
usual, on this afternoon tren, but it 
filled up as the train continued down 
the road on its delayed schedule. 

Saturday morning, the regular mai! 
train left Atlanta at {7:30 o’clock and 
went through to Augusta wthout in- 
terruption or intimidation. 

In the afternoon, too, the perishable 
freight which has been on the side 
track at Lithonia for several days, and 
concerning the removal of which Fri- 
day afternoon a lively altercation was 
precipitated, wae brought into At- 
lanta without molestation.

The strike began on Monday, May 17, 
and lasted thirteen It 
caused by the attempt of the company 
to put negro firemen on the best runs

were given inferior runs or made sub- 
stitutes. 
The men preesnteda new agreement 


to General Manager Scott, demanding 


that he recognize the seniority of white 
firemen over blacks, and thus practi- 


cally do away with the negro in the 
cabs. Scott refused, claiming that he 
had no authority to stgn such an agree- 
The men lookéd in vain for 
some officiai who had authority, and, 
failing to find one, struck. General 
Manager Scott retaliated by practically 
annulling all trains and thus tieing 
up traffic. After a few days the situ- 
ation became grave in some communi- 
ties. Food supplies ran !ow and no 
new stocks could be secured. The nec- 
essaries of life were hauled in wagons 
and automobiles. No mails were sent 
or received, and even funerals were 
preverted. 

The sentiment of the communities 
was with the strikers, because the 
principle of the race question was in- 
volved. In some places mass meetings 
were held and it was resolved to do 
without mails and to haul food in

wagons rather than have the biack 
men in the cabs of the trains. They 
threatened to do violence to any negro 
fireman found in a cab. The railroad 
Officiais finally sent out mail trains 
with the negroes at the firebox. These 
were permitted to move unmolested, 
but when the attempt was made _ to 
move freights there were assaults and 
throwing of stones. Several firemen 
were injured, two or three engre fire- 
men whipped and two engineers hurt. 

The communities through which the 
Georgia railroad passes aré delighted 
at the settlement, and believe the fire- 
men have won all the disputed points. 
They add, however, in many towns that 
whether the firemen agree or not to 
negroes in the cabs, the citizens them- 
selves will not consent to any such ar- 
rangement on any but mail trains pass- 
ing through their communities. 

While the terms of settlement were 
being agreed upon, a negro fireman, 
Joe Bryant, was assaulted in Augusta 
while firing a yard engine. On the 
few trains sent out before the strike 
was called off, some firemen were ne- 
groes and others were white,:but all 
were nonunion men. Just as the order 
calling the strike off was being sent 
out, Governor Smith was preparing a 
proclamation, ordering all peace offi- 
cers to see that the trains had ample 
protection. It was never sent out, be- 
cause the agreement was reached be- 
feast the governor had completed his 
ask.

SAYS TAFT ABOUT STRIKE 


Washington, May 29.—In administra- 
tion circles the news of the settlement 
of the etrike of fremen on the Geor- 
gia raffroad was received with gen- 
eral satisfaction. Postmaster General 
Hitchcock, whosé department was 
vitally affected by the strike, was es- 
pecially pleased. 

Mr. Hitchcock received the following 
dispatch from the postoffice inspector 
in charge at Atlanta:

By an order issued 
by Superintendent Patterson, of the 
terminals, about the {Oth of that 
month, ten firemen were displaced, 
and while kept in the service of the 
company. were enabled to do extra 
work only. It was over that feature 
of the controversy that the manage- 
ment of the road hung fire when ad- 
justment was first suggested. 

By the tentative agreement reached 
yesterday, these men are to go back 
to work where they were when they 
were displaced. 

Then, the firemen have contended all 
along for what has been designated 
as the seniority clause—that 
that when a man has fired an engine 
for long enough time to be enableg to 
accept a promotion, that he shall not 
be displaced for a“ colored fireman, 
whose pay envelope contains less 
money. 

Negro Beaten at Augusta. 

Augusta, Ga., May 29.—A negro fire- 
man was this borning badly beaten 
by white men in the Georgia railroad 
yards, near the city. One arm was 
broken. Two white men were placed 
under arrest. 

The negro was named Joe Bryant, 
and was in charge of one of the yard 
engines in the Harrisonville yards of 
the Georgia railroad, which are about 
two miles south of the city. When he 
Siw a crowd of men approaching, he 
lleft hig engine and ran, several stones 
were thrown, one striking him on the 
arm. Officers came upon the scene, 
and before the crowd dispersed, three 
men, Ernest Divon, W. 8. Strickland 
and B. E. Johnson, all mechanics and 
supposed to be strike sympathisers, 
were arrested.

The listing of steel common is count- 
ed upon as an enterin~ wedge for the 
general introduction of American 
stocks. 

New York. May 29.—The news from 
Paris explains, in a large measure, the 
recent remarkable strength of the 
shares of the United States Steel 
Corporation. Early in the year, 
United Statea Steel common sold above 
58, but with the announcement in 
February of an ‘open market,” the 
stock sold off abruptly, touching 41% 
on February 23. It has since ad- 
vanced to 64%.

Madden, when 
approached by reporters as he was 
leaving the courtroom, was scarcely 
able to speak. His lips twitched 
spasmodically, but finally he man- 
aged to state that he considered the 
verdict a bad thing for unionism. 

Reports of alleged attempts to in- 
fluence the jury in behalf of the de- 
fendants were rife about the criminal 
court building during the afternoon. 
State’s Attorney Wayman vtsited the 
grand jury rooms and later a large 
number of subpoenaes were issued. 

The case has been bitterly contested. 
For years there have been rumors of 
irregularities in the calling and set- 
tling of strikes in Chicago. Last win- 
ter the rumors took concrete form 
and the indictment of Maddey, Pou- 
chot and Foyle followed. The four 
men were brought to trial on an in- 
dictment charging that they conspired 
to extort $1,000, and did extort that 
sum, from Emil Klicka, through 
George S. Andres, an agent, in order 
to settle a strike on the plant of the 
Joseph Klicka.Company. It was al- 
lewed in the state's testimony that 
Andres, having received the money 
from Klicka, left in on a desk in 
Madden's private office, Madden being 
present and choosing this method as 
a safeguard.

' The Real Cause. 

Now I will digress a momeng in or- 
der that you may take a little wider 
view of the real cause of the diffi- 
cuities in municipal government in this 
country-at-large. Fortunately, it has 
not existed in what might be termed 
the “Solid South.” It is partisan divi- 
sion on national politics. The city of 
New York has been absolutely ravished 
by the contending factions of demo- 
crats and republicans. A man is elect- 
ed not because he would make-a good 
mayor, but because he would poll more 
votes in the democratic party, or in 
the republican party, as the case might 
be. Another cause of trouble has been 
legislative interference with city gov- 
ernment, prompted by political consid- 
erations, in most cases to create of- 
fice spoils for the victors. But our 
legislature will not generally pass a 
special law affecting a city which is 
not approved and requested by its re- 
gular authorities. 

Fortunately, as I say, we have es- 


‘than it costs some other railroad in 
the same class with himself. The thing 
that will do most to correct the evils 
of municipal government in this coun- 
try is to inaugurate a system whereby 
the mayor will be able to. determine 
accurately that his city is paying more 
for public work than other cities in 
the same class.

Once Hero of Gray and Sheriff of Rabun When Sentenced, 
Broken Old Man Faced Return to Prison, | 


Which Meant Death. 


No general during the war ever 
penned more gladly the acquittal of 
his favorite adjutant than did General 
Clement A. Evans, commander of the 
Wnited Confederate Veterans, and at 
the same time prison commissioner of 
Georgia, Saturday afternoon write out 
the recommendation for full and com- 
plete commutation of sentence for Wal- 
ter H. Holcombe, a veteran of the con- 
federate army, who was about to be re- 
¢urned to the chaingang to serve out a 
sentence which was passed upon him 
néarly a half century ago. 

The recommendation was sent to the 
governor in the afternoon, and after 
reading the generous recommendation 
made by ‘the prison board, composed 
of Chairman J. Sid Turner, Wiley Wil- 
liams and General Evans, signed the 
pardon which was carried to the walit- 
ing prisonet.at the Tower by his coun- 
sel, Judge T. P. Westmoreland, who ap- 
peared. before the prisqgn commission 
Saturday morning to plead for this 
patriarch.

He told of the circumstances 
surrounding his arrest and conviction 
forty years ago in Rabun County, and 
his subsequent conviction and sentence 
t> ten years in the penitentiary on 
the charge of having stolen a horse. 
That he is innocent of the crime he 
called upon. heaven to witness. He 
was a victim of circumstances, he 
said, 

Freed by Employers. 

After begimning his sentence he 
States that he worked in a number of 
‘different places in the northern part 
of the state. After having served half 
of his sentence, he was working on a 
railroad being built from Gainesville 
t» a@ point tn South Carolina. He was 
employed in the engineering depart- 
ment, he states. After a time a num- 
ber of the road's ‘officials, all his per- 
Sonal friends before his. arrest and 
conviction, told him that he might 


leave the force at any time he chose 
and assured him that no attempt would 
be. made to have him brought back. 

Late in 1877, five years after his} 
conviction, he took advantage of the: 
offer made him by his friends and left 
the construction gang. He returned 
to his home in Rabun County, | he 
states, and remained there more than 
a year.

Wanted Both Teams to Win, 
But in Eleventh Inning the 
Cubs Got Busy and Won. 
Pittsburg Gave Him an Ova- 
tion. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 29.—Away from 
the cares of state at Washington, 
away from the tariff and the task of 
filling federal offices, President Taft 
thoroughly enjoyed himself today 
through fifteen hours of play and ex- 
citement. He made four speeches at 
as many places, rode many miles by 
automobile and special trains, pitched 
a game of ball at the Allegheny Coun- 
try Club tin the early afternoon and 
then returning to town, sat, through 
the eleven innings of the contest be- 
tween the Pittsburg and Chicago 
teams, of the National League. 

The president assisted at the dedica- 
tion of a fountain tn Arsenal park, at- 
tended a business meeting of the As- 
sociated Western Yale Clubs, had 
luncheon at Sewickley Heights, 14 
miles out of the city, and tonight was 
the principal speaker at the brilliant 
banquet which brought to a close the 
annual session of the Western Yale 
Clubs. 

Continuous Ovation. 

Pittsburg's welcome to the president 
was a continuiug ovation. Wherever 
he went he was met by crowds of 
cheering thousands. 

The streets through which he pass- 
ed were fairly blocked with humanity. 
After the ball game, while the prest- 
dent’s automobile was threading its 
gay through Sixth street, there was at 
one time a seeminglv impassable hu- 
man barrier across the thoroughfare.

“The unue®ually cool nights which 
prevaijed dyring May have un- 
doubtedly had the effect of stunting 
the growth of cotton, and this is a 
condition which has prevailed not 
alone in the higher altitudes, but 
throughout the entire state. Recent 
heavy rains, too, have caused heavy 
growth of grass which has materially 
interfered. 
“Altogether there is no doubt in 
my mind that the eotton crop will 
be short this year, with better prices 
for the farmers. This opinion is based 
not alone on the weather: there ara 
other grounds for it, chief of which 
is the reduced acreage as a result of 
the more widespread planting of grain 
crops. Georgia has some of the finest 
srain crops the state has ever known, 
There igs no question that increased

The 
south would have made no such de- 
mand, for Mr. Davis and a number of 
the most influential and advanced lead- 
ers of that day openly favored-a poli- 
cy of gradual emancipation. Mr. Lin- 
coln said many things and wrote many 
proclamations that went into the waste 
basket when Stanton tooked them over. 

Mr. Lincoln’s Heart. 

‘T know nothing of Mr. Lincoln's 
heart. It may or may not have been 
kindly and great.

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BACON FOR DUTY 
UN RAW COTTON 


Georgian Wants 20 Per 
Cent Tariff on Imports. 


a 
Bacon Says Such a Duty Would 
Yield Revenue of $4,000,000 
Annually — New England 
Will Bitterly Oppose the 
Amendment. 


By John Corrtgan, J» 
Washington, Mav 29.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Bacon today introduced an 
amendment to the agricultural sched- 
ule of the tariff bill, providing for a 
duty of 20 per cent on imports of raw 
cotton into this country. In speaking 
of his amendment, Senator’ Bacon 
etated that it was only an ordinary 
rate of duty, and far below the aver- 
age revenue duty. but that it would 
bring in $4,000,000 of revenue annual- 
ly. The imports of raw cotton now 
amount to 100,000,000 pounds annually, 
of the value of $20,000,000. A duty of 
20 per cent on this amount would net 
$4,000,000 in custom duties. 
New Eugiand to Oppose. 

This same amendment was _.intro- 
duced by Senator Bacon to the Ding- 
ley bill when that measure was before 
the senate twelve years ago. It passed 
the senate at that time, but 
knocked out in conference. 

The main opposition to the amend- 
ment is anticipated from the _ repre- 
sentatives from the New England 
manufacturing states, who wish to se- 
cure long staple and all other cotton 
needed in their business as cheaply as 
possible. Senators Aldrich, Lodge and 
Hale may be expeced to bitterly op- 
pose the amendment. 

Long staple cotton is used not only 
in the manufacture, of the higher class 
of cotton fabrics, but in the manufac- 
ture of laces, embroideries, webbings| 
and the covers of automobile tires and | 
an endiess number of other articles. | 
This duty on coton will be urged by 
Senator Bacon as right and appropriate | 
under a proper adjustment of the tear 
imposed in a proper revenue tariff. 
duty on cotton has been asked for by 
the southern cotton growers.

What is known as the “old ceme- 
tery” in Clarkesville, Ga, was many 
years ago 4 “churchyard burying 
ground,” for in the center of the plot 


stood a church which long since has _, 


been moved to another place, and 


graves have filled the spot where it, 


stood as well as every other bit of 


ground itn the lot, so that it became | 


necessary many years ago to begin a 
new cemetery. 

Many of the epitaphs to be found in 
this old cemetery are so quaintly 
worded, many of the names on 
gravestones to full of interest, that I 
am giving some of them. Perhaps it 
may help someone to discover a grave 
of especial interest to themselves or 
relatives or friends. Very few of 
those whose epitaphs I am giving have 
anv relatives living in or near Clarkes- 
ville now. I have found in this 
cemetery the graves of four generals— 
do not know in what wars, but merely 
give the epitaphs as I find tnem.

All Along Road From Atlanta 
to Savannah Via the Old 
Stage Route Good Roads En- 
thusiasm Was Encountered 
by the Pathfinders.

Milien, Ga, May 29.—(Specia!.)-- 
The enthusiastic and cordial greetings 
everywhere received by The Constit.- 
tion-Savannah News Pathfinding party 
for the Savannah-Atlanta route are in- 
dicative of the fact that the peop’e 
through this entire stretch of country 
have set their determination upon the 
best in roads that money and labor 
can produce. 
' It was at Milledgeville that the 
greatest enthusiasm was displayed, 
representatives of three counties hav- 
ing joined there for the purpose of 
meeting The Constitution-News party 
and making it known to the state that 


they are after the Savannah-Atlanta 


route. 

If the best built roads are what is 
needed to bring it, they assert there 
is no question that they will be able 
to produce them. 

The Constitution-News party left 
Atlanta at 4:30 o'clock this morning 
fn a 1909 four-cylinder, 30-horse power 
Buick, dtiven by R. V. Connerat, of 
the Buick company, and its perform- 
ance on the run to this point has been 
nothing short of marvelous.

Jacksonville, Fla. May 29.—<(Spe- 
cial.)—-After nine and one-half hours 
running, EdinmanandI reached Jack 
sonville at 7 o’clock Thursday night 
We only came eighty miles in that 
length of time, about nine miles per 
hour.

Value of Constitution’s 


Good Road Contests to 


Farmers—Enthusiastic Interview. 
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“Your movement promises to be the 
industrial salvation of Georgta.” 

This is the overwhelming practical 
importance given the Constitution's 
great contest for good roads in Geor- 
gia by John Lee, president for this 
state of the Farmers’ Union, numbering 
in its membership more than 250,000 
representative large and small plant- 
ers*\throughout the Georgia counties. 

Mr. Lee knows the farming popula- 
tion of Georgia, its leaders, its every 
problem and its every viewpoint on 
fundamental issues with an intimacy 
given to few men in the state. Finai 
authority, therefore, attaches to his 
utterances when he hails The Consti- 
tution's enterprise as freighted with 
unprecedented significance to the agri- 
eultural and commercial prosperity of 
the state. 

“Speaking in general terms,” con- 
tinued Mr. Lee, “the universal system 
of good roads for which you are striv- 
ing, means lowering the cost of ro- 
duction to the farmer, lessening his 
living expenses, and giving fresh im- 
petus to the development of his social 
and educational advantages.”

“Under good roads, 
trip could be made in half a dav. 

“Figure two days a month saved in 
this manner, and you wil] see that by 
the end of the year the one-horse farm- 
er, and he the man whose welfare 
we are chiefly trying to advance, wil] 
have saved virtually one month. 

Saving in Labor and Stock. 

“Another point that needs to be 
phasized is the economy in labor 
in wear and tear upon stock that 
will follow with good roads. 

“Where the small farmer now has 
to stop two plows to make his week: 
ly trip te town, with the uniform im- 
provemeant of highways he will have 
to stop but one plow. 

“Analyze what this means by adding 
to the productiveness of Georgia, and 
the result, taken in an annual total, 
will be nothing less than astounding. 

What It Means to All Georgia. 

“Or, to make the matter more easily 
understandable, add the saving of one 
month per year in time and the sav- 
ing in labor and stock above referred 
to, together arrive at a sig- 
nificant estimate of the industrial sig- 
nificance of good roads to the state 
of Georgia, whether in the northern, 
middle or southern portions.”

Mere Schools, Longer Terma. 

“This means, in turn, of course, 
there will be more country schools an 
longer terms, and the erving need of 
our. people today is more and wider

“These results will follow as surely 
as night follows day. It has been 
proven wherever good roads succeeded 
bad roads in Georgia. 

Farmers Could Afford 50c an Acre. 

“Why, if it were assured that new 
roads or improved old roads would lead 
straight to his trading town, every 
farmer in Georgia could afford to give 
60 cents an acre toward highway im- 
provement. And I understand The Con- 
stitution’s contest has this plan promi- 
nently in view. 

“Speaking individually, I would glad- 
ly give even $lan acre if the roads in 
DeKalb county leading into Decatur 
were put {n year-round passable shape.

MONTGOMERY COUNTY, ALABAMA, FAMED 
FOR ITS MAGNIFICENT ROAD SYSTEM 


Montgomery, Ala. May 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Of the 660 miles of highways 
of all kinds in Montgomery county, 336 
are of the most modernly improved 
order. Most of them are of gravel, 
rounde@d out and properly shaped up, 
the rest of sand and gravel, which, 
when well packed and finished with 
machines, is almost as good as gravel. 
These have been constructed in ten 
years, at a cost of $1,000,000, of which 
amount $675,000 was secured from the 
sale of bonds, the balance being the 
product of the road tax, whfch is levied 
as a part of the county fund. Contracts 
for 10 miles more gravel construction 
will be let in the next ten days. | 

Montgomery county has an area of 
786 square miles, with, as noted, 650; 
miles of roads of all kinds. Of the 336): 
improved, more than 50 per cent of the 
total, 2451-2 have been graded and | 
graveled, 561-2 graded and sand-| 
clayed, and the rest graded. The! 
county owns 20 acres of fine gravel, 
and employs a contractor to load as 
much as is needed, which may run fron, 
i5 to 30 ears a day. The capacity of 
the pits now in use is enough to more 
than gravel every road in the county.| 
Utilizing this, there are outfits, with 
machinery and 75 mules at work all/| 
the time repairing roads and building, 
new, adding in this way many miies| 
every year 

The gravel, raised 
is loaded into railroad vars and hauled | 
to the nearest point on the roads to} 
be built, In the lower end of the coun-' 
tv. where there are no railroads, the!

The ‘good roads” movement in 
Georgia has brought out a very inter- 
esting and timely statement from Dr. 
lL. Amster, on Atlanta's streets. Dr. 
Amster has to travel the city’e streets

ified to speak on the condition of the 
public thoroughfares. 

He calls attention to some very im- 
portant facts in regard to the streets, 
especially those on the south side, and 
speaks of the cross streets, which he 
says are “unpaved, rough and filled 
with gullies.” He calls attention to 
Grant park having no good streets by 
which it can be reached. 

as g00d roads and good streets now 
form a paramount question all over 
Georgia, what Dr. Amster has to gay 
about <Atlanta’s streets will be read 
with great interest. 

In speaking of 
Dr. Amster sass: 

“This morning’s Constitution proposes 
to make ‘good roads’ the slogan of 
Georgia. The newspaper. Iiiterature 
upon good roads has assumed enormous 
proportions of late. That good roads 
are not a luxury, but a necessity, has 
been demonstrated on the WBuropean 
cominent for centuries. The Germans 
call their magnificent higsways ‘Kaiser 
stragssen,’ meaning ‘Imperial roada.’ The 
advent of the automobile has made 
these roads es pecially invaluabie. 
America is rapidly learning the lesson, 
and judging from the interest commu- 
nities and individuals are taking in 
thie dimection, the roads in this country 
will soon be in a condffion ft not 
only for an emperor, but even a presi 
dent of the United States to travel 
upon. waaay tremendous impetus has 
been given hy newspapers of Atlanta 
for the betterment and improvement of 
roads, comparatively, or almost nothing, 
has been said of the roads of the city 
of Adiante.

Mrs. Emma Denzer, of New York, 
a sister of Mrs. Sam Pinkusshon, of 
237 Washington stret, has written in- 
terestingly to Mrs. Pinkusshon and 
family of her tour in Egypt and Italy 
with her husband, Albert Denzer, and 
sister, Mrs. Ida Arnhein.

Mrs. Denzer describes very beauti- 
fully her trip through BWgypt, dating 
her letter from the Luxor hotel, Luxor.

After the peaceful 
trip up the Nile, the party followed 
the dragoman, Mustapha, through the 
village's dirty. winding paths to the 
Temple of Edfu. dedicated to Horus, 
the hawk-headed god of mid-day.

There will be no return to shippers 
or passengers of differences in the 
state and the road rates until the mat- 
te: is finaliy determined. Some be- 
lieved that as soon as the courts held 
the road obligated to put the rates 
in, tre pinx slips for rebate on pas- 
gsenger fares would be available for 
cashirg in. But this is not so. Not 
until the test is made and it is finally 
decided that the rates are reasonabiv 
will there be any returns made. While 
passenyers will be able to get at the 
rebates due, if any, by the slips given 
wit heach ticket sold, freight snippers 
must heve saved shipping receipts to 
make proof. 

All Be in Line Then. 

Thus it will be that while the test 
fe being made, all the rail lines of the 
siate will be charging the same rates 
f.r the first .ime in two years. Fol- 
lowing tre passage of the laws, all the 
I’nes save the Louisville and Nashn- 
wi:le, the Central of Georgia ani 
Westarn of Alabama agreed to put the 
ratea in pending a trial by those roads 
that were fighting.

He has long ago concluded that the 
plans and idea carried out at this 
school make for the best interests 
of the negro in every way. In his 
opinion the good effects of the school 
are seen in many ways among the 
negro men and women who have come 
from the institution.

SCHOOL 


Carrollton, Ga., May 239.—(Special.)— 
Without doubt of the eleven district 
schools established, the Fourth. Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical School of 
Carroliton has come nearer reaching 
the standard contemplated by the 
legislature than any other. During 
the first. year, under the efficient 
management of Professor Melson, the 
success of the school was far greater 
than was expected. During the year 
1908 thirty bales of cotton were made 
on thirty acres besides a splendid crop 
of oats, potatoes, corh and pegs, all 
of this Deing cultivated and gathered 
by the boys of this. school. 

The farm at this time ts fully equip- 
ped with the best of tools, mules, 
horses, cows, hogs, sheep and goats. 
By the untiring work of the pupils the 
campus has been greatly improved and 
the farm has been putina higher state 
of cultivation. The workshop is al- 
most completed. Recently Mrs. L. C. 
Mandeville and C. H. Stewart gave 
the sthool a dynamo, and by the as- 
sistance of the pupils a complete light- 
ing. system has been installed. This 
year, with the lands greatly improved, 
the school expects to realize off of 20 
acres planted.in cotton forty bales. A 
large crop of oats, corn, potatoes and 
forage besides general garden prod- 
ucts are planted. 

Bnroliment Reaches 125. 

The enrollment this year has reach- 
ed 125, 87 boys and 38 girls. The cost 
of living has been only $6.50 per 
month, and the Boys have been able to 
work out on the average $1.50 to $2.00 
per month. It is surprising to see 
what a few men have done in the 
workshop. A number of tables, chairs 
desks and stools have been made. 
which are creditable to workmen of 
long experjence. Outside of the work 
done by the bovs on the farm and in 
the workshop they have had time to 
enjoy the pleasures of baseball, tennis 
and basketball.

New York, May 29.—The wife of a 
docteér of Bridgeport, Conn., was 
saved from suicide by a most intricate 
Surgical operation, according to a 
demonstration made here yesterday at 
the convention of the American 
Neurological Association.

L. Pierce Clark, the diagnosing neuro!- 
ogist,and Dr. A.S. Taylor, the surgeon 
who performed the operation, explained 
how she had been driven to seek sui- 
cide by frightful pains in her head 
which medicines would not relieve. The 
doctors then demonstrated the very 
rare operation of.the opening of the 
skull back of the ear and the severing 
of the nerve connecting the geniculate 
ganglion with ehe brain. The devia- 
tion of a* txteenth of an [Inch by the 
surgeons’ instruments would have 
meant death. 

The operation réifeved the pains, and 
the woman was so well pleased that 
she willingly appeared before the asso- 
ciation. She now has no thought of 
suicide.

The Government Says It Costs 
Too Much to Board 


Washington, May 29.—Rats are re- 
ceiving continued attention from the 
agricultural department; the campaign 
started against them may result some 
day in the extermination: of the pest 
in the country. 

A recent bulletin issued by the agri- 


;cultural department has it figured out 


that a rat can eat 60 cents worth of 
grain a year, and that if all the rats 
in the country were fed on grain alone 
it would cost more than $100,000,000 a 
year to board them. 

It has been estimated a pair of rats 
and their progeny breeding without 
interruption and suffering no losses, 
would in three years increase to mor: 
than twenty million. While recom- 
mending the persistent use of traps 
and poison, the experts think the most 
promising lines” of extermination Me in 
rat-proof construction of buildings, es- 
pecially the use of concrete in founda- 
tions and in reducing the food supply 
of rats by the disposal of garbage and 
the protection of food supplies,

considered by the senate. After that, 
the bill must go back to the house for 
concurrence, and-then into conference, 
bevond question, for final agreement. 
How long it may take for the bill to 
follow this course and reach the presi- 
dent is entirely problematical. 

The predictions of members of the 
senate as to the probable date of ad- 
jourament, vary from June 20 to De- 
cember 1. The earliest date of all fs 
named by Mr. Aldrich, who is in charge 
of the bill. He may be like the little 
boy who whistled as he went through 
the graveyard just to keep his cour- 
age up, or he may be prepared to grant 
such concessions to the opponents of 
the bill as will silence their criticism. 
It is within his power to make these 
coneessions and bring the session to @& 
speedy termination. So it is not alto- 
gether unreasonable to expect adjourn- 
ment aroynd July 1. | 

Little Danger of Filibuster. 

One thing plainly apparent is that 
no senator is willing to be put in the 
attitude of filibustering against the 
tariff bill. A great deal .of speech- 
making may be indulged in without 
making one Hable to this charge. Each 
schedule in the bill furnishes a sub- 
ject for talk of Iimitless scope. But 
no senator is willing to be held up be- 
fore the country as obstructing and 
needlessly delaying the tariff bill. 

President Taft's widely hailed skill 
as a pacificator may be employed to 
the immense advantage of the whole 
country in the present controversy. No 
one could have greater influence than 
he with the insurgent republicans who 
are fighting the bill, because at heart 
President Taft deeply sympathizes with 
their efforts to perfect a tariff measure 
that will be satisfactory to the coun- 
try and will redeem the republican 
party’s pledge. 

But the president is reluctant to in- 
terfere in the deliberations of congress, 
or make any attempt to coerce mem- 
bers. To a greater extent possibly 
than any president in recent years, he 
acknowledges and respects the pow- 
ers vested in the congress. He will 
not interfere unless as a last resort. 
Yet he fully appreciates the political 
aspect of the case. He apprehends the 
effect in the next congressional and 
national elections if a tariff bill un- 
satisfactory to the country is passed. 
His own campaign for reelection will 


| be affected by the result.

EAT ARSENIC 


Factory Girls Use It for 
Beautifier. 


Yondon, May 29.—(Special.)—Arsenic- 
eating is indulged in in England today 
o a considerable extent. There are 
dainty dames in West End mansions who 
swallow the poison in profusion, So, 
too, do the foreign-born East London 
artificial-flower makers; the object in 
both cases ‘being the samé, namely, the 
beautifying of the complexion, 

Very minute quantities of th edrug, 
taken daily for long periods, give to the 
skin a dazzling purity and delicacy of 
coloring obtainable in no other way. 
Bven a coarse, blotchy face is transfig- 
ured and beautified by it. 

Consumed Arsenic Daily. 

The girls and women in the factories 
—mostly aliens—are fully aware of these 
facts, and not only make use of the 
poison themselves for that purpose, but 
smuggie it outside, and give or sell it 
to their friends and acquaintances. 

Not long since a Polish Jewess was 
prosecuted for this at a London police 
court, when it transpired that she had 
for years been a victim to the arsenic 
habit, her average daily dose being half 
a grain. Her:system, the police gur- 
geon explained, had undoubtedly become 
inured to the effects of the poison, since 
such a quantity introduced daily into the 
system of an unimmunhe person would 
very quickly be followed by serious 
symptoms, and probably by death. 

Laudanum Largely Used. 

Opium, in the form of laudanum, is 
largely used in the factory districts of 
the north and in certain of the southern 
agricultural counties. Laudanum is 4 
poison, scheduled in the Pharmacy Act, 
but it is also an ordinary article of com- 
merce, and there is, therefore, nothing to 
prevent a chemist from selling any quan- 
tity of it to any person giving angming 
like a plausible explanation of the pur- 
pose for which he requires it. Some vic- 
tims of the habit will consume as much 
as 3 ounces daily; yet a single drachm 
has’ been known to cause death. 

Kither drinking is common amongst 
the natives of Connemara; who also are 
in the habit upon occasion of dosing 
themselves with tartar emetic, probably

Army, However, Remains Loy- 
‘al and Forces the Release of 
Leguia — Many Have Been 
Killed and Wounded. as Re- 
sult of Riot. : 


Lima, Peru, May 29.—A rising of po- 
litical factions occurred here at 4:30 
this afternoon with the object of over- 
throwing the government of President 
Leguia. An attack was made upon the 
palace and firing was heard in all 
parts‘of the city. It is reported that 
many are dead and wounded. 

Adherents of Augusto Durand, who 
was concerned inthe revolution at 
Chosica, near Lima, tn May, 1908, and 
of Isaias Pierola, also anotorious agi- 
tator, made an assault upon the palace 
and seized President Legula. 

The army, however, remained loval 
and came to his support. The revolu- 
tionists were obliged to liberate the 
president, who immeaitely took meas- 
ures to put down the movement. With- 
in an hour, although firing was atill 
heard in the streets, President Leguia 
seemed to be master of the situation. 
Many shots were exchanged between 
the troops and the revolutionists, and 
it is believed that casualties will be 
heavy. Cavalry i!{s now on guard 
throughout the city. 


Augusto R. Leguia was elected to 
succeed Dr. Pardo as president of Peru 
on May 27, 1908. He had previously 
‘been premier and minister of finance 
and commerce. At one time Senor Le- 
gula was managing director of the 
British Sugar Estates, limited, a cor- 
poration which has many million dol- 
lars invested in Peru. 

Augusto Durand headed a revolu- 
tion against President Pardo early in 
May of last vear, but he was defeated 
by the government forces at Cerro de 
Pasco. Durand made his escape, and 
a few months later was organizing an- 
other revolutionary movement at La- 
Paz, Bolivia.

HARVARD ATHLETES 
WIN CHAMPIONSHIP 


Crimson Lads First in 
Intercollegiate Meet. 


Twelve Colleges Took Part in 
the Meet and Three Records 
Went by the Board—A New 
Height Set in Pole Vault. 


Cambridge, Mass. May 29.—The 
crimson Jerseyed sprinters, hurdjgrs, 
leapers and weight-throwers brought 
to Harvard in the stadium today the 
championship the Intercollegiate 
Association for the first time since 
i901. 

Although Harvard was never headed 
in the race for points after the meet 
was fairly under ‘way, the quality of 
the athletes representing the twelve 
colleges was so high that three rec-

Men Scheduled to Go Forty- 
Five Rounds — Contest Onc 
of Most Vicious Ever Seen in 
California—Nelson Took the 
Lead in the 13th Round. 


Coffroth’e Arena, San Francisco, May 
29.—Battling Nelsop, or Illinois, knock- 
ed out Dick Myland, of California, this 
‘afternoon in the twenty-third round of 
a scheduled 46-round bout. The con- 
test was one of the most vicious ever 
seen in a local ring. The fight was 
fairly even up to the thirteenth round, 
in which Nelson took the lead. Hy- 
land was knocked out by a left hook 
to the stomach, after he had been 
fioored several:times in the two pre- 
ceding rounds. Betting was !0 to 4 
on Nelson to win, and even that Hy- 
land would not stay twenty-five 
rounds. The men weighed !3 pounds. 

Throughout a dozen rounds Hyland 
and the champion hammered each 
other with vicious swings and upper- 
cuts that cut short all promise of a 
45-round contest. In the early stages 
Hyland was the master, although it 
could not be said whether Nelson was 
extending himself. During the last 
three rounds, however. the Dane went 
after his opponent without an instant’s 
rest, knocking him down time after 
time and staggering the game Cali- 
fornian with blinding volleys of right 
ane ‘eft swings to the head. varied by 
an occasional crushing straight left to 
the stomach. 

Almost at Nelson’s Mercy. 

In the final round Hyland was al- 
most at the champion's mercy. 

Nelson frequently offered his face as 
a target, while he tried for body 
blows. but onlv after the fight was 
half over. Until the cliryax the Grass 
Valley fighter had confidence in him- 
self, meeting rush with rush. clinch 
with clinch, and generally carrying the 
fight to his opponent. 

Nelson was hissed continuously for 
his attempts to rough it, and through- 
out the men exchanged unfriendly 
comments. 

The attendance was estimated at 
9,000. The receipts were %18,000, of 
which Nelson receives $6,600, and Hy- 
land $1,500. 

The attendance at Coffroth’s arena 
was one of the largest that ever as- 
sembled to witness a fight in this city, 

The Men Weigh In. 

Nelson and Hyland weighed in at the 

ringside at 2:40 p. m. Hyland step- 
ped on the scales first and seemed to 
be at least a pound under weight. 
{| The scales barely vibrated as Nelson 
stepped on them. Referee Eddie Smith 
thereupon declared both men within 
the agreed limit, 133 pounds. 

Both men stated that they had 
eaten two full meals since arising this 
morning and there was nothing ta 
choose between their declarations of 
absolute confidence. Nelson entered 
the ring at 2:55 o'clock. He was pre- 
ceded by Willis Britt, who acted as 
director general in the Dattler’s cor- 
ner. Hyland entered the ring one 
minute later. The betting remained 
steady at 1 to 4 when the fight was 
about to begin. Even money was offer- 
ed that Hyland would be fighting at 
the end of 25 rounds. 

The men tossed the coin for corners 
at 3:05 p. m. Hyland won and 
choosed the southwest corner with the 
sun at his back. 

The Fight by Rounds. 

Round i—They rushed into close 
quarters and each sought an opening 
for the other's body and they were 
locked in close embrace. Nelson drove 
two short-arm rights to the body and 
a moment later sank another hard 
right to the Californian’s stomach.

Champion Had Easy Time of It 
in the Afternoon Flight—The 
Most Successful Tourney in 
the History of the Game in 
the South. 


Memphis, Tenn., May 29.—Jack Ed- 
rington, of Memphis, won the South- 
ern Golf Association championship by 
defeating George C. Oliver, of Bir- 
mingham, by 8 up and 7 to play in 
the finals at the Memphis Country 
Club today.

Several Claimants for the Title, But No Team Entitled to 


Teams About Evenly 


Matched—Some Good Ball Played. 


At the opening of the college season 
just closed I wrote in positive vein 
that the best teams would be more 
closely matched this season than 
usual and, furthermore, that more of 
them than usual would figure in this 
close matching-up. My prediction has 
most amply been verified, for if ever 
there was a year in southern college 
ball when we could not pick a chani:- 
pion, and when a larger number of 
teams had as much right as anybody 
else to claim things, it is the present 
year of 1909. 

In the first place it is, perbaps, 
worth while explaining that there is 
never any real championship, because 
of the fact that no two teams down 
here play the same schedule of games 
or the same number with the same 
relative number at home and abroad. 
One team plays hard opponents, plays 
many of them and perhaps on foreign 
grounds another team plays easy 
ponents and plays them mostly or en- 
tirelvy on home grounds. Why should 
not the record—judging by the per- 
centage of victories alone—of the lat- 
ter team look much. better on paper 
than the record of the first team? And 
yet the first team may really be the 
better of the two. 

Thus far I have heard of Mississippi, 
Alabama, Auburn and Tennessee 
claiming the southern championship. 
I will grant that these four have as 
good a right to claim it as anybody 
else, but I do not see that there ts 
anything but modesty to prevent 
several more from putting in their 
claim as well. 

Once in a great while it happens that 
some college has a team of such 
manifest, clean-cut superiority over 
the other teams in the south that it is 
universally conceded to be the best of 
the lot, and the consensus of public 
opinion awards it a championship 
without any necessity for prolonged 
discussion or blackboard figuring. 
Such a team was the Tech aggregation 
of 1906. Georgia had another such 
nine last year, but no team of this 
year is within miles and miles of be- 
ing in a class with either of those two 
formidable machinea, 

Alabama's Claim, 

Alabama claims the championship on 
the strength of having won some 
twenty-odd games and host only one. 
This under any circumstances is cer- 
tainly an enviable record, but it must 
be pointed out that most of these vic- 
tories were over teams that have real- 
ly no collegiate standing, like Union 
or Marion, and several other prepara- 
tory school. Chattanooga and How- 
ard, while colleges in name, are ex- 
ceedingly weak for college teams, and 
victories over them for this year have 
not been worth counting. 

It must also be borne in mind that 
Alabama has played absolutely every 


and, as everybody ,knows, there is a 
tremendous difference between play- 
ing games on home grounds and on 
hostile soil. 

Altogether there are only a dozen 
colleges in the 8. I. A. A. whose teams 
are of sufficient caliber this year to 
entitle them to the respect of their 
rivals as worthy foemen. These teams 
‘are Alabama, Auburn, Clemson, Fur- 
man, Georgia, Mercer, Mississippi, Se- 
wanee, Tech, Tennessee, Trinity, Van- 
derbilt, Wofford. 

Victories by teams over southern 
colleges other than those here enumer- 
ated are, for this year at least, not 
worth mentioning, and yet the trouble 
is not one of these thirteen has played 
as many ashalf oftheremaining dozen 
teams on the list. How can a cham- 
pionship for any one of them be pre- 
dicted with such a state of affairs? 
Alabama has played but two of the 
remaining dozen and, though she won 
from both, how can she claim anything 
on it? 

Auburn has won two from Mercer 
on this list, three and a half’ from 
Georgia—while losing two and a half 
to the same team, and has lost two out 
of three to Sewanee, and broken even 
with Tech. Is there anything conclu- 
sive of a championship in this rec- 
ord? Tennessee has taken two out of 
three from Sewanee, twe of three from 
Vanderbilt, two out of three from 
Georgia, and broken even with Mercer.

Would any fai-rminded, side-observer 
care to take the responsibility of de- 
claring any one of these six an un- 
doutbed champion on the strength of 
their deeds as here narrated? The 
matter sums itself up to this—that no 
S. I. A. A. champlonship can, by any 
Stretch of argument, be awarded for 
1909 The best that any one could do, 
would be to say which team, in his 
judgment, was the best of the lot, and 
that even is a point on which I, for 
one, would not care to express an opin- 
ion. Speaking candidly, I have no be- 
liefs on this pofnt. The best that I can 
say is that I should place the follow- 
ing five teams in the same category. 
as being so nearly matched in general 
playing ability that !t would be a toss- 
up which one of any two would win 
from the other, efther in a single game 
or in a series of games.

At the right is a large drill ground 
where several regiments of troops 
could exercise at one time, and above 
it are hills spotted with grave mounds 
@o thick that they seem to be sown and 
‘grown as a ocrop. From here on for 
sevéral miles on both sides of the 
road all the land has been granted to 
the Japanese. The area covers thou- 
sands of acres, and it is some of the 
most valuable land in the vicinity of 
Seoul. It originally belonged to the 
emperor, but he sold it,to the Japa- 
nese for less than 250,000 gold dollars. 
The sale has been much criticised bv 
the Koreans, who claim tWat the 
ground was worth severa! millions and 
that the sale was a forced one. Never- 
theless, the Japanese government has 
now a clear title to it, and is exploit- 
ing it in much the same way that the 
Russians built their new town of Dalny 
at the end of the Manchurian railroad,

Japan's New Barracks. 

The new barracks now going up, 
many of which are already completed, 
show that the Japanese intend to keep 
a large military establishment in Ko- 
rea for a long time to come. They 
now have 20,000 men in different parts 
of the peninsula, and several thousand 
of these are here in Seoul. There area 
score or more of great two-story brick 
structures already erected, which are 
now occupied by the men, and there 
are similar buildings for the subordi- 
nate headquarters filled with offices 
and barracks for non-commissioned of- 
ficers in every branch of the service. 

I dowbt tf Uncle Sam houses his 
troops anything like as well as the 
mikado does these young Japanese.

“What will Japan do ag to the sol- 
diers of Korea? Will it train. the boys 
here so that they may form a part of 
Japan's army of the future? The Ko- 
reans number about 15,000,000. .and if 
they will fight they will make quite 
an addition to your. already large 
army.’ The general laughed as he re- 
plied: 

“I should not encourage such a plan, 
and it is not in accordance with our 
scheme for bringing about the  in- 
dependence of Korea under Japanese 
protection. The Korean soldiers might 
do well enough in the rear, and we 
could use them for the heavy work of 
Our military operations, as transports 


and laborers. We would not dare put 
them at the front.” e 

“How about the charges that your 
soldiers are oppressing the peopie and 
Killing them without cause?’ 

“There is no truth in such _state- 
ments,’" said Genera) Hasegawa. “We 
have to be severe in our treatment of 
the rebels in order to maintain peace 
and keep the unruly element in check. 
War is a serious matter, and such 
conditions have to be handled in a se- 
rious way. Otherwise we could do 
nothing with the country. We wipe out 
the insurgents when they are found. and 
It ma@y be that when we are. misin- 
formed as to who are insurgents some 
innocent men tay be killed. At present 
we are using many Koreans in our po- 
lice force, and the pro-Japanese Ko- 
reans are aiding us to put down the 
rébellion,”’ 

“Is it true-that a band of your 
diers recently killed twenty such 
reans, supposing them insurgents,’ 

"I know the case to which you refer,” 
said General Hasegawa. “We are not 
yet sure whether those ‘people were 
insurgents or not. The killing occurred 
in & part of the country where there 
were bands of rebels. one of which con- 
tained about thirty-five, Our troops 
were on the track of that band, and 
had been informed that it was in a 
certain inn. The officer in command
